excess of the paid-up capital, while 
the provision for officers’ superannua~' 
tion fund is raised from £25,000 to 
£35,000, and for writing off premises 
from £75,000 to £100,000... The dis- 
tribution on the shares is unaltered 
at 20} per cent. free of.income-tax, 
the bonus, which forms part of this, 
being Gs.
